Gen. John A. MeNulta, who is now at 
home in Bloomington, III., has been inter- 
viewed regarding the causes which led to the 
result of the recent election the replies to 
questions put to him are somewhat startling 
and sensational in their nature. The General 
was quite willmg that his views should be 
known, and after long reflection he dictated 
the following to the reporter: 


„The causes that. led to the political land- 


slide are numerous in this district (the 
Fourteenth). The fact that Capt. Rowell by 
long service, aptitude, and experience had 
gained a prominent and influential position 
im Congress, was Chairman of one of its 
most important committees, wielding great 
influence in the formulation of its most im- 
portant legislation, rendering most important 
service to the country, and serving at large 
with the general and permanent interests of 
the whole country, was overlooked for the 
gratification of personal resentments. The 
dissatisfaction arose mostly from disappoint- 
ments in the distribution of patronage, and 
the practical ignoring by Capt. Rowell—or 
rather by his political managers, who con- 
trolled him—of the soldier element even to 
the appointments to the military and naval 
academies of the sons of men who were not 
soldiers. | 

Many Republicans intending to rebuke 
not defeat him simply overdid the thing.

“Gen. Palmer entered the campaign as the 
formally proclaimed leader of the Democratic 
party. Our people lacked the moral courage

It was within 
a block of the Snell domicile. Stone had oc- 
cupied the Ada street house rent free, and to 
get him to move his father-in-law was willing 
to offer him a fine brownstone house on 
Ogden avenue to live in on the same terms. 

Mrs, Snell also says Franclyn Coffin, Snell’s 
son-in-law, was anxious to get a divorce from 
his wife, but Snell's death made a change in 
his prospects, so that the divorce proceedings 
were dropped. |

Mrs. Snell further cast discredit on Stone’s 
assertion that the wound in his leg was an old 
one received in the war, saying that surgeons 
of experience informed her that it was impos- 
sible for a wound that had healed to break out 
anew after the lapse of twenty-five years.

THE BURSTING STOCK BOOM. 
A report that £2,500,000 (12 millions of dol- 
lars) in gold was on the way to England from 
the Continent of Europe caused a wave of 
strength on the London Stock Exchange yes- 
terday which was reflected into Wall street. 
The stock list opened buoyant, and for awhile 
it looked as if the decline had spent its force. 
But that was a delusion. More stocks came 
out for sale, the heaviest offerings said to be 
on orders from England, and the demoraliza- 
tion was even greater than before. It was 
especially severe in the Villard stocks, the 
principal point of attack being Northern Pa- 
cific preferred. The weakness in that line is 
strangely coincident with the publication of 
the news that the Jay Cooke failure of 1873 is 
being closed up, and suggested to more than 
one the question if this and that may be 
likened to visitations from seventeen-year 
locusts. 
The course of the market emphasized yes- 
terday’s remark by Tus Tarom that the 
current break has a foreign origin. It is in 
large Part due to a wholesale “throwing” of 
stocks by English holders, many of whom are 
unable to retain them in the face of enormous 
losses on investments in South America. It 
was stated recently that the investments by 
Englishmen in Argentine properties and al- 
leged securities aggregated not far from 
$1,000,000,000, a sum approximately equal to 
the enormous money indemnity exacted by 
Germany from France as the price of peace 
after the siege of Paris. About the whole of 
this was rendered worthless for the time 
being, and in the hope of restoring a part of 
its value other large sums are now being 
sent to South America, whieh have to 
be raised by the sale of other securi- 
ties. That is the real mainspring of the move- 
ment which has flooded the markets of both 
continents with British holdings of American 
stocks, the depressing effect being all the 
greater because poorer crop yields ia this 
country have diminished the volume of earn- 
ings by the carrying lines and promise still 
further reductions in their revenues before 
another harvest time comes round. Northern 
Pacitics held up for a time, but finally had to 
give way, and perhaps under a return of the 
conviction of weakness couched in the expres- 
sion of one of the Englishmen who joined the 
capitalists’ excursion over the line under the 
direction of Villardafew years ago. He is 
reported to have remarked when a little more 
than half way across the continent: But 
there's nobody living here, you know.“ The 
country has filled up some since then, but the 
report that 35,000,000 bushels of wheat are 
lying in the Red River Valley waiting for rail 
transportation eastward came too late to be of 
service in preventing the break. 
Probably it will be found that the panicky 
conditions of the last few days have so badly 
discouraged the speculative spirit that has 
been rampant for several months as to pre- 
vent it from regaining strength and activity 
for a long time to come, There has been an 
undue inflation in all lmes of business, not so 
great in this country as in some others, but 
still far exceeding that warranted by actual 
conditions. This may be said to be especially 
true of real estate in certain sections af Chi- 
cago where the general buoyancy was in- 
creased by exaggerated estimates of augment 
in values due to the selection of a site for the 
Columbian Exhibition. Prices were rushed 
up far beyond reasonable bounds, and there 
is ground for the belief that the culminat- 
ing point was reached in acres and 
lots in the local market even before the slump 
in Wall street. The real-estate columns of the 
last few days tell of holders who bought on 
thin margins in the expectation of being able 
to sell quickly at a profit, and when disap- 
pointed have to let go. Of course this only 
applies to certain localities where the boom- 
ing process was carried the furthest, but 
the fact sufficiently indicated that the edge 
is off, and that if present valuations can be 
sustained it is about all that can be expected, 
at least during the remainder of this season. 
There is rocm for a little falling back, without 
impairment of the real worth of Chicago real 
estate, and the average citizen will fare none 
the worse for a disappearance of the undue 
inflation which has already been seized upon 
as an excuse for largely increasing his taxes 
by comparison with those paid on property in 
other parts of the State. In regard to local 
real estate as well as to railroad stocks, trust 
certificates, and produce, it has always been 
found in the past, and must be so in the 
future, that those who take hold at the top of 
the speculative wave have to bear the loss due 
to the ensuing decline, and that the great 
bulk of the profit in such operations is reaped 
by the few wise enough to take the hint from 
the preacher who said to his congregation: 
“as Lam a little lame I' start first. 


THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT'S 
| LIQUOR DECISION. 

The saloonkeeping class all over the 
country has been hit a hard blow by the de- 


| cision of Justice Field of the United States 


Supreme Court in the case of the Board of 
Pohce Commissioners of San Francisco 
against one Christensen. The latter, who was 
running a combined joint and saloon, had his 
license revoked by the Chief of Police and the 
Board of Police Commissioners refused to re- 
new it. Christensen thereupon sold liquor 
without any license and was arrested. The 


Federal Circuit Court ordered his discharge 


on a habeas corpus writ upon the ground that 
he was denied the equal protection of the law. 
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In every case where the opening of a saloon in 
a given locality would endanger the peace or 
morals of that locality, or the people are op- 
posed to such location, the has the right 
to refuse it in the interests 
The decision has its bearings upon Chicago. 
It has invested Mayor Cregier with ample au- 
thority to regulate saloonkeepers and to resist 
their encroachments upon respectable neigh- 
borhoods where they are not wanted by the 
people. It settles the case of Jim Appleton 
and numerous others who claim the right to set 
up grog-shops adjacent to private residences 
and run road-houses among respectable 
people, thereby disturbing their quiet, depre- 
ciating their property, and running riot over 
the rights of good citizens. While it does not 
bear immediately upon the question of selling 
liquor in prohibition districts, it greatly 
strengthens the position of the appellants in 
the pending cases, and there can be no ques- 
tion that the State Supreme Court will base its 
decision upon the general principle set forth 
by the Federal Supreme Court. Mayor Cre- 
gier now is armed with sufficient authority to 
root out the dives and all saloons of bad re- 
pute and to exercise a healthy surveillance 
over all the rest. He no longer needs to fear 
the threats of saloonkeepers. He has no ex- 
cuse left for not doing his duty and bringing 
the saloons of Chicago under complete con- 
trol. He and his police are free to act without 
regard to the personal liberty of saloon- 
keepers to defy law and trample upon popular 
rights. 


JOE CANNON’S MISTAKE. 
The New York Tribune has this to say about 
Congressman Cannon: 


It is nothing less than a public misfortune that 
Mr. Cannon is defeated. The country cannot 
afford to lose the services of such a man. Honest, 
conscientious, able, and resolute, his record in 
the present House has been one of great useful- 
ness to the Nation. As Chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee Mr. Cannon has successfully 
resisted, against a weight of solicitation and in- 
fluence that no one can appreciate who has not 
experienced it, all the 10,000 schemes, little and 
big, to waste the public money that annually 
come before Congress. He is almost an ideal 
legislator, and his absence from the next House 
will leave vacant a place that few men are com- 
petent to fill. 


It is right the New York Tribune should 
print so kind und in many respects so truth- 
ful a funeral notice, since it was by following 
its advice, disregarding that of Taz Cuicaco 
Tann, that Mr. Cannon went into the 
soup.“ 

There were two roads open to Mr. Cannon 
at the beginning of the last session. The one 
which he took was to insist on throwing away 
the sugar duties of $55,000,000 and tucking on 
to it $8,000,000 a year ot unconstitutional 
sugar bounties. He frowned upon Mr. Blaine’s 
great reciprocity plan,when, had he chosen, he 
could have put it in the McKinley bill before 
it left the House. He voted for and approved 
of the higher duties on the clothing of the peo- 
ple and many of the other necessaries of life— 
for the benetit of the mill bosses of the East. 

Having done these things he returned home 
and told his constituents that by giving them 
free sugar without reciprocity he had saved 
each of them 80 cents a year, admitted help- 
ing to put up the tariff on their clothing and 
other things, and there he rested his case. But 
the duties he voted for added fully $10 a year 
to the cost of the clothing of each family of 
his constituents. He had voted for other 
duties which put on 50 to 75 cents a head. He 
justified these duties, put did not dwell on the 
invreased prices they would cause to his con- 
stituents. After listening to all he had to say 
his district refused to indorse his votes or the 
McKinley bill. 

The other road which he might have fol- 
owed is this: He could have voted to put the 
sugar duties on the free list conditionally and 
let Blaine use them to open new markets for 
the surpluses of the farmers of his district, 
and he could have voted against and defeated 
every increase of the duties in McK.’s bill on 
the necessaries of life. Then, returning home, 
he could have said: I have secured the 
adoption of a reciprocity plan which will 
speedily save every one of you 80 cents a year 
on sugar, and will at the same time benefit 
every one of you ten times as much by reason 
of better prices due to the opening 
of West India and South American markets. 
While doing this I have thwarted the designs 
of the mill bosses who tried to make your 
clothing cost you much more. As the result 
of my labors I have added to your incomes 
considerably and reduced you expenses. Are 
you satisfied ?”’ 

Their reply would have been: Tes. Joe, 
we are. You have earned and shall have a re- 
election, and when the time comes, as it soon 
will, you shall have promotion. You shall go 
up to the American House of Lords.“ This is 
what would have happened had he taken the 
advice of Taz CMS o Trrsuns, but he pre- 
ferred to go away from home for counsel, to 
listen to the voice of Eastern papers rather than 
the Western Trisunz, and he knows now 
the outcome of his error. 

It is not, however, too late for him yet to 
retrieve himself. His people have punished 
him for his mistake, but they like him, and 
will be glad to take him back into favor if he 
will bring forth fruits meet for repentance. 
If when Congress reassembles he will use his 
great influence in Congress to undo the mis- 
chief of the late session, and will secure the 
repeal of these increased duties which the peo- 
ple have condemned, two years hence they 
will send him back to his old seat by a big 
majority. But if he insists this winter on set- 
ting up his will against that of the people and 
sticks to it that he knows more and is more 
powerful than those who chose him as their 
Representative, then they will let him stay out 
in the cold forever. 
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THE FINANCIAL CENTER. 
The New York Bulletin says a disposition 


has been shown in some quarters to belittle 
the importance of that city as the financial 
center of the country, and then insist upon it 
that the only really conclusive test on the 
question is afforded by the returns of bank 
clearing-houses of the country, which give 
the exact measure of banking operations.“

business of the entire country. Such a con- 
clusion is too absurd to be entertained for a 
moment. It must be admitted that in the ab- 
sence of other means for comparison the 
bank statement is better than none would be,

HOW TO RETRIEVE THE GREAT DEFEAT. 
There is a short and simple way in which 
the Republican party can retrieve its losses 
and meet its opponents with full and un- 
broken ranks in 1892. That is to repeal the 
McKinley bill at the next session of the pres- 
ent Congrese—part of it conditionally and 
part unconditionally. Under the last head 
come the raised duties on all kinds of w 


mireral waters, etc. F 
The greatest and the most inexcusabie 
blunder of the McKinley bill is that it adds 
largely to the cost of the clothing of all the 
people of the United States. Those whd 
drafted and forced through that measure diil 
not seem to know or care that the third largest 
item of household expense—coming next after 
food and shelter—is clothing, and that to make 
it dearer is to add sensibly to the 
burdens of every person. Nor d 
they reflect that as most of the purchases <f 
textile fabrics are made by women, who cate 
nothing about political economy or party 
platforms but a great deal about an advance 
in the price of the goods they buy for themi- 
selves and their families, they were arraying 
against them by their foolish blunder all the 
women of the United States. Senator Mé 
Millan of Michigan noticed that fact too late, 
and ascribes the Republican defeat in part to 
angry wives asking their husbands to vote 
against the McKinley bill and the men who 
made it. And until the act is changed they 
will continue to be its implacable enemies. 

Other portions of the bill should be only 
conditionally repealed or modified. For in- 
“stance, the extra tax of $2 a pound on wrapper 
leaf tobacco should beconditionally retained— 
that is, with a proviso that it be remitted in 
favor of any tropical tobacco-growing country 
which will reciprocate fairly with the United 
States. 

The sugar duties should be put pack where 
they were, with a similar proviso of condi- 
tional reciprocity attached. Then there will 
not be a Latin-American port that Mr. Blaine 
will not be able to open to American products 
free of tax. Raw wool should be dealt with in 
the same way. The law should be amended 
‘so as to provide for the admission free from 
duty of the carpet and’ other coarse wools not 
produced in this country but needed -for mix- 
ing purposes, if the countries where they are 
grown will deal as fairly by the products of 
the United States. The free admission of 
wool and hides may be used to secure the 
opening of Argentine ports to our manu- 
factures. The free admission of Australian 
wool may be used as a lever to open all the 
ports of that island-coptinent which does not 
compete in anything with the United States, 
but which takes even now over $12,000,000 of 
its products yearly, and which amount could 
be easily doubled. 

The McKinley. law should be amended also 
so as to offer to the Canadians the reciprocity 
outlined in the amendment submitted by Sen- 
ator Sherman, but withdrawn by him because 
it was too late for the Senate to adopt it. 
Such an offer on the part of this country 
would help the Liberals to knock out the 
Tories at next year’s election, and would re- 
sult speedily in the removal of all commercial 
barriers between the two countries, 

The first effect of this politic action con- 
cerning the utterly unpopular McKinley tariff 
would be to reunite the Republican party, 


and it can never again win until it is. It 


would placate the deeply dissatisfied rank and 
file before temporary disaffection had ripened 
into set hostility, It would restore the 
confidence of Republicans in their leaders 
when they saw them great enough and honest 
enough to confess a blunder and promptly to 
remedy it. 

In the next place it would deprive the 
Democrats of the party credit and ad vantage 
of repealing the McKinley bill when the Fifty. 
second Congress met. While the Senate o? 
that Congress may beslightly Republican, 
there are several Republican members of that 
body whose discontent with the McKinley bill 
was so great that in some cases it took the 
form of voting against itsenactment. Those 
Senators might vote for a bill to repeal the 
present tariff, even though sent to them by a 
Democratic House. But the latter party 
would get all the glory and have a splendid 
isdue for the Presidential campaign. 

But if the Republicans of their own motion 
repeal the bad featu of the new law this 
winter they will force the Democratic House 
of 1891.92, if it takes up the tariff question at 
all, to bring in and pass a free-trade bill 
which will be more unfriendly to American 
industries than wasthe Mills bill. The Sen- 
ate would defeat it, or amend it so radically 
that the House would not ‘concur, and the 
question would be left to be fought out at the 
polls in 1892, as the Mills bill was in 1888. 
Then the issue at the Presidential election 
would be: Shall the Democratic free-trade 
tariff be indorsed, or shall the Republican re- 
formed and reciprocal tariff be approved of? 
On that issue the Republicans would elect the 
President. Protection against European 
cheap labor; free trade with all American Re- 
publics,” will be a winning program in 1892. 
But it cannot be used unless the obnoxious 
features of the McKinley bill are swept away 


free for the new policy.

through Chicago, then a place of 3,000 people. 
He took an active part in all public move- 
ments at that time and promptly identified 
himself with the anti-slavery crusade, in which 
he became a leader. In 1854 he was elected to 
the State Senate and served four years. About 
this time he went inte the firm of Manny & 
Co., the agricultural implement makers at 
Rockford, and soon after this occurred the 
famous suit brought by Cyrus H. McCormick 
for infringement of patent. Manny & Co. re- 
tained as counsel Abraham Lincoln, Edwin M. 
Stanton, Peter H. Watson, at one time of 
Rockford, and George Harding of Philadelphia. 
The nature of the litigation itself was not 
more remarkable than the political events 
which followed it. The retaining fee received 
by Abraham Lincoln was the largest he had 
ever had up to that time and enabled him to 
stump the State with Douglas. It was also 
the first meeting of Lincoln, Stanton, and 
Watson. After Lincoln had become President 
he appointed Stanton his Secretary of War, 
Watson Assistant Secretary, and Talcott Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue. Mr. Talcott was 
always a warm personal friend of Lincoln and 
was familiarly acquainted with all the public 
men of the State. He held many prominent 
positions and filled them all with credit, and 
during his long career made a large circle of 
friends by his sterling qualities of character 
and his rare affability of disposition.

THE MAYOR’S LICENSE POWER. 


He Can refuse Saloon Licenses Only Under 
Certain Circumstances. 

Saloonkeeper Christensen of San Francisco, 
could not get a liquor license from the Police 
Commissioners of that city, and so he followed 
the example of a few of his kind in the other 
cities and sold the stuff to boys without hav- 
ing the framed piece of parchment bearing 
San Francisco’s seal on his wall. Christen- 
sen was arrested. The Federal Circuit Court 
let him out on a writ of habeas corpus, say- 
ing thé city ordinance made Christensen’s 
business depend on the arbitrary will of 
others. The Police Commissioners carried 
the case to the United States Supreme Court. 
That body by Justice Field gave an opinion 
that embodied the statement that as statistics 
show there are few sources of crime 
equal to the dramshop, it is proper that 
saloons and their location should be subject 
to legislative regulation. The court therefore 
held that Christensen should be tried for sell- 
ing without 4 license, and by refusing to issue 
awrit of habeas corpus put Christensen 
back in jail. 5 

It was thought this decision might have ifs 
weight so far as the City of Chicago was con- 
cerned in its fight to keep saloons out of 
certain places, and the opinions of some lead- 
ing lawyers were asked upon the subject, with 
the following results:

Judges—The Canvass, ; 
The Democrats have given up all hope 
electing Lawler and the Campaign Committee 
concedes that the official count will give Gil- 
bert a majority of over 1,300. Three wards 
were completed by the canvassing board yes- 
terday, and the result stands practically as 

printed in Taz TMO last Thursday. 

The representatives of the Democratic com- 
mittee who are watching the canvass aroused 
some excitement in Democratic circles by 
starting the report that Lawler was gaining. 
The basis of their hope was the fact 
that Lawler had gained when the 
official vote was compared with 
the figures furnished by the committee, 
but when it was discovered that the figures of 
Tan Trrscwe were the same as the official 
ones their hopes subsided. For instance, in 


| the Fifth Precinct of the Sixth Ward the com- 


mittee figures gave Lawler 132 and the official 
count showed 282. Messengers were dise 
patched at once to spread the news that Law- 
ler had gained 100 in the Sixth Ward. As 
soon as Committeéman O’Brien picked up 

Thursday’s Tarsun® and saw that Lawler was 

credited with 282 he repudiated the figures of 
the committee and declared them totally un- 

reliable. In the Sixth Precinct of the Sixth 

Ward part of the documents before the board 

gave Gilbert 91 votes. This is a gain of 
10 votes over the figures first published. 

The other documents gave him 81 and 

it was decided to record 81 subject to revision. 

Gilbert lost two votes in the First Precinct of 

this ward and three in the Ninth of the Fifth 

Ward.

Charges Against the Judges. 

The most sensational event of the da - 
curred in the canvass of Sixth Ward. 
When the Eleventh Precinct was reached At- 
torney Underwood, who appears for Mr. Gil- 
bert and the 2 committee, objected 
to the vote of precinct being canvassed. 
He said it was claimed that the judges and 
clerks of this precinct were drunk the night of 
election and were totally unable to count the 
votes and that they brought the ballot-box 
and poll-books to the Election Commission- 
ers’ office. He also claimed that they were 
sent back with a clerk from the office, and 
that the return was not made until Thursday 
after election. Hesaid further that one 
of the judges was so, drunk when he signed 
the return that he could not standalone. Mr. 
Underwood said if the vote was canvassed he 
wished his objection recorded. Judge Pren- 
dergast said he wished to make a statement, 


and said in substance: ) 
The day after the election persons repre- 
senting themselves to be the ju and clerks 


and supervisors of this precinct came first to 
the office of the Election Commissioners with 
the books and ballot-box and the clerk 


at the window retused to accept the 
return because it was not signed, 
and in addition because the ballots 


were still in the box. They then came to my 
office. I got the whole set, — 4 and clerks, 
to come over tothe Chief Clerk of the Elec- 
tion Commissioners and told him about the 
matter. I had no information then that the 
return had not been made out. I supposed 
the trouble was that the ballots had not been 
destroyed. The Chief Clerk talked the mat- 
ter over withthem and they were sent back 
with the ballots. It came out later that the 
return had not been made out at that time 
and if that fact was true it still remained the 
duty of the judges to make it out. Omitting 
ignorance and accepting Mr. Underwood’s 


| statement as true they have fulfilled their 
duty. The Supreme Court has held that when 


a ju has omitted to sign a return 
a mandamus shall be issued to compel him to 
do so. Their conduct was irregular but they 
made their return the next day. The only 
power of the canvassing board is to ascertain 
whether returns are the returns sent in 
by the judges of this precinct. It is proper 
for Mr. Underwood to object and his objection 
should be recorded. The vote will be can- 
vassed subject to revision.“ 

It seems that affairs were so muddled that it 
was necessary to — a clerk to the polling 
place from the Election Commissioners’ office 
to show the judges how to make out the re- 
turn. The return was made late but the 
judges of a number of other precincts were 
also late this year and it is not likely a point 
will be stfained so far as that matter is con- 
cerned, Gilbert received 162 votes in the pre- 
cinct and Lawler 241.

John Tobin Claims That 
Devices Which Force the Smoke Through 
the Fire Produces a Poisonous Gas—He 
Has a Device of His Own .Which He 
Recommends—The Ritter Furnace Said 
te Make Coke as Well as Consumed 
Smoke, . 
That the efforts of the Health Department 
and the agitation of the question by Tun 
Trisunz have already accomplished much in 
clearing the atmosphere of this city of smoke 
is a matter of common notoriety, But now 
comes an inventor who claims the good 


D. 


His argument is directed chiefly against 
those devices which are supposed to consume 
the smoke by passing it through the fire after 
it has been generated, whether this is done 
by a down draught or by exhaust fans which 
suck the smoke from the chimney close to 
thc furnace and pass it back into the fire box. 
It is claimed by him that in su m cases there 
is no combustion of the smoke at all, but that 
the carbonic acid gas which has been gener- 
ated by the combustion of the solid coal is 
passed through the coal again and absorbs 
more carbon, being turned into carbonic 
cra gas which passes off through the smoke 
8 > 

This gas being invisible there appears to be 
no smoke because no solid carbon is carried 
off in the shape of soot, but it is a poisonous 
gas and is claimed to be more injurious to 
health than black smoke. John Tobin of No. 
118 North avenue, who advances this idea, adds 
that it is a mistake to think that the volatile 
hydro-carbons, called smoke, can be consumed 
by being passed through the fire. The cause of 
smoke, according to his idea, is neither lack 
of heat nor the direction of the draught, put 
only lack of oxygen. The amount of oxygen 
introduced into the common furnace in the 
atmospheric air is expended upon the solid 
fuel, and the volatile hydro-carbons that are 
generated by distillation, even if they possess 
the required temperature of 800°, have no 
oxygen left with which to combine, Mr. 
Tobin’s plan is to int oxygen at a point 
where it will not touch the solid fuel but only 
the volatile carbon that has left the fire and 
is about to escape through the smokestack. 
He wants to introduce this air at a tempera- 
ture of not less than 800°, and ata point at 
which the volatile parts of carbon have not 
yet lost their high temperature. In order to 
secure perfect combustion he also deems it es- 
sential to mix mechanically the particles of 
air with those of the smoke. 

All this Mr. Tobin claims to have accom- 
plished by his air-feeding device. 

Taking an ordinary multitubular boiler, an 
air tube is 4 — ‘at the rear end of the 
furnace and run forward to a point just abo ve 
the bridge wali, where the smoke leaves the 
fire and is carried by the draught underneath 
A Re 

ube has two branc a is 
into two little chambers which aie 6 connected 


by a tube. Passing into the lower part of 
these chambers the air under a hori- 
zontal plate to the forw curved end of the 
chambers and upward three perpendicu- 


past 

lar isolating plates. It then flows backwara 
above the horizontal plate to the rear ends of 
the little chambers just above the mouth of 
the air tube through which it was admit 
being separated therefrom by the horizontal , 
plate. At the upper rearend of the little 
chambers are a number of half-inch orifices. 
The tube connecting the two little chambers 
is likewise perfora The draught from 
the firebox to the smokestack sucks the 
air through these orifices into the space 
under the boiler just behind the bridge well. 
There are 300 orifices, affording ample oppor- 
tunity for the air issuing from them to hee 1 
intimately with the volatile hydrocarbons; 
These 2 are yet hot and the air entering 
thro the orifices is likewise hot, havi 

under the entire length of the boiler 
through the little chambers located over the 
bridge well where the heat is The 
volatile carbons are thus igni and burned. 
A combustion chamber is obtained back of 
the bridge well, where the smoke is consumed 
before it ‘* freezes,” * 

The inventor claims for his device not only 
absolute combustion of smoke—except for a 
little while before the furnace becomes thor- 
oughly heated so that the air flowing through 
the tube will have the required temperature 
on entering the furnace—but also a saving in 
fuel of 15 to 30 per cent. 

The Tobin air-feeding furnace is now in use 
in nineteen school-houses in Kansas City, 
and in Chicago has been adopted by the 
Graham School, the Herald, herman 
House, Gibson & Parish, and others. 


ANOTHER AIR.FEEDING FURNACE, 


The Ritter Patent Not Only Consumes Smoke 
but Makes Coke, 

Another air-feeding smokeless furnace 
doing excellent work is the Ritter furnace, 
which is now in use in the Home Insurance 
Building, the Rookery, the Chicago Club, and 
some other buildings in the city. The smoke- 
stack of the Home Insurance Building was 
built all the way from the fifth floor to the 
ninth while the furnaces were in full blast. In 
addition to the principle of feeding air to the 
fire the Ritter furnace employs process 
of coking the fuel. 

The doors in the front face of the furnace 
are Opened only to clean — the ash pit. The 
boiler is thus protected m the anny oe of 
cold air that strikes it in an ordinary boiler 
whenever the door is opened to throw in fuel 
or pokesthe fire.

It was also proven that tickets were 
furnished to scalpers in large blocks by rail- 
road officials to be sold at reduced rates, and 
that for their labor thé sealpers were receiving 
d commission of from $2 to & for each ticket. 
It also developed during that examination 
that passenger Officials of a road which 
was then in the hands of a receiver shared the 
fits with the scalpers, and in consequence 
the local ticket agent of that road lost his job. 
it has often been hinted during the last four 
that certaim passenger officials shared 
the profits with the scalpers, and that this was 
the reason for their determined opposition to 
all efforts heretofore made to wipe out ticket 
scalping and abolish the practice of paying 
commissions to scalpers and outsiders for the 
sale of tickets. Thousands of dollars are 
sacrificed annually by the railroads on account 
of those practices, and it is admitted 
tnat the reason why the railroads make no 
profit on their passenger business is that such 
enormous amounts of money are squandered 
in subsidizing the scalpers.

Abuse of Editorial Tickets. 

The Rock Island has purchased at scalping 
offices 90,000 miles of editorial tickets (ninety 
1,000 mile tickets) issued by the Atchison, 
and has sent them to Chairman Finley for 
redemption. - Under. the agreement, such 
tickets if found on the market must be re- 
deemed by the road which issued them at the 
rate of 276 cents per mile. The Atchison will 
have to hand over the snug sum of $2,250. 
Editorial tickets are issued to editors of coun- 
try papers published at points along the lines 
of the roads on account of advertising and 
should only be used by the parties in whose 
name they arg issued. Many of these editors 
abuse the privilege by selling these tickets to 
scalpers. The fact that the Rock Island was 
able to secure so many of them issued by-ene 
road is considered rather strange. 

Passenger Traffic Manager White of the 
Atchison says he had no ideaso many editorial 
tickets issued by his a ged had fallen into 
the hands of scalpers. All he could do was to 
redeem tickets secured by the Rock Island as 
provided in the agreement, and the parties 
who had disposed of them would be cut off 
from similar privileges in future. 


The Sale of the Vandalia Denied. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—A local 
paper today published a special from Indian- 
apolis announcing the definite purchase of the 
Vandalia by the.

$25,149,000 worth of stock, $19,666,183 of which is 
held in Kansas. The total amount of capital 
stock, funded debt, and current liabilities for the 
mileage in Kansas is $39,745,339, or $37,652 per 
mile. The total cost of road and equipment in 
Kansas was $22,108,416, or $20,956 per mile.

Curcaao, Nov. 8—{Editor of The Tribune.

Twenty-nine Cases Disposed Of—Opinions of 
More than Usual Interest.
